A writer praises the works of others and denounces his own 


“ Happy is the man who can produce one song 
which the world will keep tinging after its author 
shall hav e passed away ," wrote the Rev Dr. Robert 
Lowry to his friend, Sy lv anus Dry den Phelps, au­ 
thor of the hy mn, “ Sav iour, Thy Dy ing Lov e." But 
Lowry didn’t mention, nor ev en suggest that the 
music he had written for his 70-y ear-old friend’s 
hy mn was largely responsible for its popularity 
Instead, he praised Phelps further with, “ It's worth 
liv ing 70 y ean ev en if nothing comes qf it but one 
such hy mn." 
Those words from a Baptist preacher who him­ 
self wrote scores of the most popular hy mns in 
the English language. And whose music has made 
immortal the hy mns of many another, “ We're 
Marching to Zion,” "1 Need Thee Ev ery Hour," 
"All the Way My Sav iour Leads Me." To Lowry , 
those were great hy mns—because somebody else 
wrote the words. But of his own “ Shall We Gather 
At the Riv er?" he said, “ It is brass-band music 
I do not think much of it"

One of Lowry 's hy mn books sold a million copies. 
His hy mn, “ Nothing But the Blood of J esus," circled 
the globe, as did his “ Where Is My Wandering Boy 
Tonight?" Yet, so modest was he that when asked 
what method he used in writing his songs, he said, 
“I hav e no method. When any thing strikes me—at 
home or on the street—I jot it down on the margin 
of a newspaper or back of an env elope." 
Obv iously , the Rev . Lowry disclaimed any dis­ 
tinction as a hy mn writer He insisted that he was 
only a Baptist preacher and said that he would 
rather preach a gospel sermon to an attentiv e 
congregation any day than to write a hy mn. But, 
had he truly ev aluated his own work, he would 
hav e deriv ed much plghsure from his hy mns in 
life. For Robert Lowry wrote many a song that the 
world has been singing long after their author 
passed away in 18 9 9 at age 73. Here is one of them, 
Written—both words and music—in 1886. the same 
y ear he heaped praise on • friend for writing a 
single hy mn.

Spirit O f 1776 
There was no u niformity o f ideas when the 
American Colonies fomented the rebellion which 
won their independence from foreign ru le. 
Men were rebellinng against more than a 
foreign government. They were in revolt against 
a way of life which they had left behind them 
in the old world. 
In the new world, no one wou ld su bmit any 
longer to domination by any u nnatu ral sou rce. 
That was the essence of the spirit of 1776. 
From it came the world's most dynamic and 
most copied concept of hu man liberty. 
Men conceded only the mastery of God. 
It has been the u niqu e characteristic of Amer­ 
icans that they shared this concept, thou gh com­ 
ing from many lands. What they shared was a 
desire to be free from# domination by other 
men. Americans were the first to ou tgrow dhe 
bondage of caste systems, peasant-and-proletari- 
at systems, feu dal patterns, dictatorships, des­ 
potisms and terrorisms. 
These things were ou tlawed forever in Amer­ 
ica by the concept of new-world freedom. The 
seed of freedom planted in the colonial period 
germinated and produ ced 
a revolu tion. The 
revolu tion scattered the seeds to the corners 
of the earth. 
To this day, the most-feared possibility in 
a 
despotism is the growth of American-style in­ 
dependence—the kind that set the world afire 
in 1776 and has been bu rning throu gh the bonds 
of hu man enslavement ever since. 
Independence Day calls for annu al rededica 
tion of the spirit which set Americans free in 
1776 and can keep them free forever.

Popular Folacies Perpetuated 
Orators 


Two Birds With One Surplus 
At the ou tset of the debate over whether or 
not Congress shou ld give President Eisen­ 
hower blanket au thority to dispose of su rplu s 
food, it’s a pity things can’t be called by their 
right names. 
The United States has enormou s su rplu ses ac­ 
qu ired in the process of paying su pport prices 
to keep agricu ltu ral income from dwindling to 
the point where manu factu red produ cts cou ld 
n« t be sold to farmers. That wou ld set off a 
cycle of deflation. 
The su pport prices were paid ou t of the U.S. 
Treasu ry. The commodities acqu ired belong to 
Ell the taxpayers. They represent, in this sense, 
a collectivized effort to stave off the same kind 
of agricu ltu ral depression which preceded the 
general depression of the thirties. 
In other cou ntries, there is chronic need of 
food. Even some cou ntries which export food 
need it for their own consu mers. Bu t becau se 
they need foreign exchange desperately, they 
sell food abroad. 
Americans, notoriou sly generou s, wou ld like 
to feed the hu ngry of the whole world. That is 
to their credit. Bu t they cannot do it and wou ld 
be foolish to try. 
It is to their discredit that so many Ameri­ 
cans do not u nderstand why any systematic 
effort to set asidq the law of Malthu s concern­ 
ing popu lation and the food su pply cou ld be 
fatal bcth to them and the people they wou ld 
like to help. 
By du mping their su rplu s food abroad, how­ 
ever, they can earn momentary appreciation 
in the cold war for control of men’s minds. 
They can kill two birds with one su rplu s. 
It will infu riate cou ntries with food to sell, 
bu t that will be their hard lu ck. 
If all this were discu ssed for what it is, in­ 
stead of as an issu e of philanthropy, congress­ 
men and their constitu ents cou ld save them­ 
selves a vast deal of needless confu sion. 


The nation pau sed today to mark 
Independence Day and orators wü l 
tell u s how the brave colonists 
signed the Declaration of Indepen­ 
dence on the Fou rth of Ju ly in 
1776. Bu t they’ll be 100 per cent 
wrong. 
For thou gh the Declaration of 
Independence was adopted on Ju ly 
4, it was not actu ally signed u ntil 
many weeks later. 
Some of those who’d first ap­ 
proved the Declaration lost their 
cou rage and refu sed to sign it 
altogether. 
The orators will tell u s, too, how 
the immortal docu ment is now en­ 
shrined at the Library of Congress 
in Washington. They’ll be wrong 
there, too. 
The parchment we s e e in i t s 
heliu m-filled case in Washington 
isn’t the original Declaration of 
Independence at all, bu t only a 
copy. The original, signed by John 
Hancock and all the others, has 
long been lost 
Incidentally, another po pu l a r 
mistake is believing that George 
Washington was mong the signers 
of the famou s Declaration. 
Actu ally, he didn’t sign becau se 
he was not a member of the Con­ 
tinental Congress sitting in Phila­ 
delphia. In Ju ly 1776, he w a s 
commanding the little American 
army facing the British arou nd 
New York. 
A copy of the Declaration was 
sent to Washington, however, and 
he had it read to the troops. 
The general told them the Dec­ 
laration shou ld “serve as an in­ 
centive to every officer and sol­ 
dier to act with fidelity and cou r­ 
age, as knowing that now the peace 
and safety of this cou ntry depend, 
u nder God, solely on the su ccess 
of ou r arms.** 
One of the men who did sign the 
Declaration of Indépendance was 
Francis Hopkinson of Philadel­ 
phia, who is little known as the 
man who probably designed ou r 
first flag. A lawyer, Hopkinson 


also designed some of the nation** 
early money. 
Hopkinson also was the f i r s t 
American to w r i t e a song for 
popu lar entertainment, instead of 
for u se in chu rch services. 
He called the song “My Days 
Have Been So Wondrou s Free,’* 
a title su ggesting Hopkinson’s ded­ 
ication to the theme of liberty. 
Still another Independence Day 
fallacy is that the Liberty B e l l 
was cracked while ringing ou t in­ 
dependence on Ju ly 4, 1775. T h e 
tru th is the bell wasn't even ru ng 
that day. 
It was ru ng on Ju ly 8, when the 
Declaration of Independence final­ 
ly was read in front of Indepen­ 
dence Hall, bu t the bell didn't 
crack on that day, either. 
The Liberty Bell cracked in 1835 
while tolling for the death of John 
Marshall, chief ju stice of th e 
Su preme Cou rt. 
It’s only by a narrow margin 
that we celebrate Independence 
Day at all. The occasion might 
easily have been ignored these 176 
years. 
The anniversary was on its way 
to being completely overlooked the 
very first year. 
Su ddently, on Ju ly 2, 1777, some­ 
one in the capital at Philadelphia 
thou ght that the occasion shou ld 
not go u nmarked, so a state din­ 
ner was hu rriedly arranged. 
The Continental Congress ad­ 
jou rned for the day, bells rang, 
and there were bonfires, fireworks 
and general merriment. 
The holiday has continu ed to be 
a happy one — with two major 
exceptions. The saddest Fou rth of 
Ju ly was in 1826, when death came 
to two men who had both signed 
the Declaration of Independence 
and served as president: 
J o h n 
Adams and Thomas Jefferson. 
Five years later, on Ju ly 4, 1831, 
death came to James Monroe, end­ 
ing the pu blic charity on which he*d 
lived since leaving 
the 
White 
Hou se six years earlier. 


Armistice Won't Speed Rotation

Prison-Riot Psychology 
Revolts against satellite governments of the 
Commu nist dictatorship of Ru ssia continu e to 
serve notice on the men in the Kremlin that 
their police-state secu rity never can be perfect. 
They are victims of the same psychology 
among their prisoners as prison boards and 
wardens here in the United States. No matter 
how secu re they make their prisons, they are 
answerable to the prisoners if they go too far. 
Either there is a riot when enou gh men 
become desperate enou gh to risk death to as­ 
sert themselves, or there is a challenge from 
the accou ntants to prove the end ju stifies the 
terrific cost of keeping order against the pris­ 
oners’ will. 
Even the United States cannot afford to ru n 
an Alcatraz. It has been revealed after every 
riot in a prison with less-than-maximu m se­ 
cu rity that prisoners will make trou ble when 
conditions get so bad they have everything to 
gain and nothing to lose by challenging prison 
au thority. 
A generation has gone by since cou nter- 
revolu tionists set u p a dictatorship in Ru ssia 
in the name of a people’s rebellion. Ever since 
it began, observers have been wondering how 
long their police state cou ld last. 
It can last u ntil all who mu st pu t u p with it 
against their will risk their lives in organized 
efforts to destroy it.

The Eighth Army in Korea has 
completed its plans for the tou chy 
three - month period that will en­ 
su e between the anticipated armis­ 
tice and the drafting of a perman­ 
ent treaty of peace. 
For those who have friends and 
relatives in Korea, perhaps th e 
most important single element of 
these plans is the decision to keep 
the Eighth Array at fu ll strength 
for at least three months. 
That means, of cou rse, that there 
will be no speed - u p of rotation. 
Except for those who wou ld have 
been rotated anyway du ring the 
next three months, the chances of 
getting home for the su mmer are 
remote. 
“The situ ation is obviou sly dif­ 
ferent than after V-E and V-J 
days in the last war,“ an officer- 
spokesman for the Eighth Army 
explained. 
“Then, the enemy was beaten 
and 
had 
su rrendered 
u ncondi­ 
tionally. Here, we are still sitting 
on a powder keg even after the 
shooting stops. 
“Conceivably, something cou ld 
happen that wou ld cau se the war 
to resu me. We mu st always be 
ready for su ch a possibility.“ 
While standing gu ard, the Eighth 
Army wou ld be fu lly occu pied car­ 
rying ou t the conditions of the 
cease - fire agreement. Under the 
proposed armistice terms agreed 
to some time back, and presu m­ 
ably 
still 
acceptable 
to 
both 
sides, there are du ties that wou ld 
keep American soldiers bu sy du r­ 
ing the “mark time’’ period be­ 
tween the tru ce and the peace. 
They inclu de: 
1 — Engineers wou ld demolish 
bu nkers and take u p mine - field 
and barbed - wire fortifications 
within fou r kilometers <two and a 
half miles) of the demilitarized 
zone between the Commu nist and 
United Nations troops. 
2. — The infantry wou ld gu ard 
ou r bou ndary of the demilitarized 
zone to prevent u nau thorized per­ 
sons from entering the bu ffer strip, 
strip. 
3 — The Army wou ld continu e 
to render assistance to the Repu b­ 
lic of Korea government to re­ 
bu ild Sou th Korea. 
4 — The Army wou ld provide 
half of the transportation, commu ­ 
nication and su pplies for a mil­ 
itary armistice commission, which 
wou ld be composed of Commu nist 
and 
United 
Nations 
officers, 
charged with administering th e 
armistice. Panmu njom has been 
proposed as headqu arters. A large 
military camp wou ld have to be 
bu ilt. The Commu nists wou ld pro­ 
vide the other half of the facilities. 
5 — The Army wou ld provide 
the necessary facilities for the neu ­ 
tral nations’ su pervisory commis­ 
sion, charged with seeing that the 
tru ce terms are observed. 
6 — The Graves Registration 
office wou ld send teams to North 
Korea to recover the bodies of al­ 
lied personnel who died in action 
or as prisoners of war, 
7 — And, finally, there wou ld be 
“operation big switch” — the re­ 
patriation of willing North Korean 
and Chinese prisoners to 
t h e i r 
side and the receiving of ou r own 
men back from the Red camps. 
If this were carried ou t in the 
manner of the sick end wou nded 


prisoner exchange of last April, it 
wou ld requ ire many weeks to 
complete. 
“We’ll be ju st as bu sy as now,** 
said a high - ranking officer, who 
declined to be qu oted by name. 
“The only difference — a great 
one—will be that we 
won’t be 
losing any men.** 
The Eighth Army plans to con­ 
tinu e the normal rotation home 
of men who have completed their 
regu lation tou rs of service. At 
present, combat men rotate after 
10 to 14 months, while others stay 
u pwards of 20 months. 
Presu mably a new point sys­ 
tem wou ld be devised that wou ld 
not favor the infantry, since they 
wou ld no longer be u nder fire. 
The tentative armistice agree­ 
ment forbids a bu ild - u p of either 
Commu nist 
or 
United 
Nations 
forces after the cease - fire has 
been signed. Bu t it does allow rte 
placements for men rotated, u p to 
a maximu m of 35,000 each month. 
One officer said some N a v y 
warships and their complements 
of combat u nits might go home 
since they cou ld retu rn to Korea 
qu ickly if needed. Bu t the soldier, 
it appears, will have to h a n g 
arou nd. 
The Army u ndou btedly will in­ 
crease its efforts to make his liv­ 
ing conditions as pleasant as possi­ 
ble and fill his idle hou rs with 
sports and shows.

I Am An American 


The Fou rth of Ju ly is not, for 
me, a day to get into a car to 
go somewhere on a crowded, dan­ 
gerou s road. It is, for me, a re­ 
ligiou s d a y 
consecrated to 
the birth of my 
nation; a day 
of prayer and 
decision. 
I am not a 
citizen of the 
world. I do not 
belong to the 
U n i t e d 
Na­ 
tions/ I am not 
•okolsky 
pro - 
British, 
or pro-French, or pro this or that 
cou ntry. 
I am exclu sively and totally an 
American, cou rsing my once alien 
roots deeply into the tradition and 
philosophy of the land in which I 
was bom by the incidence of my 
parents’ immigration. 
Some object to loyalty oaths. I 
come of a people in whose tradi­ 
tion it is daily to affirm loyalty 
to God. The resou nding prayer, 
the Shma, is an oath of loyalty to 
God spoken on going to bed and 
in the morning prayers and it is 
pu t on the doorpost of each room. 
••• 
SIMILARLY an affirmation of 
loyalty to one’s cou ntry is a tonic, 
a reminder of responsibility. It is 
often done by those who recite the 
“Pledge of Allegiance.” 
If some of ou r you ng men and 
women who wandered into Marx­ 
ian morasses had only halted long 
enou gh to say the words, “I am 
an American,” they might have 
faltered, or even tu rned back, on 
a road that can only lead to social 
ostracism, prison, or the electric 
chair. 
“I am an American”—is an af­ 
firmation of nationality, of belong­ 
ing, of obligation, of responsibility. 
For too many Americans, associ­ 
ation with this nation is ju st a 
qu estion of what can be got ou t 
of it—a high standard of living, 
free schools, free lu nches, bu ses 
to take the children to school, 
bonu ses for veterans, su bsidies for 
indu stry, for farmers, for workers.

One does not 
say that he loves his infant 6 8 .4 
per cent. Love is total. 
It is the most complete emo­ 
tion. It bespeaks a final acceptance 
of responsibility ahd a su preme 
devotion. 
Whoever 
ridicu les 
patriotism 
has, in his heart, a rejection of 
love for America. 
I recall years ago seeing a Ja­ 
panese, who was abou t to leave 
his cou ntry, fill a little wooden 
box with the soil of Japan. 


SO INTENSE was his love of 
cou ntry that he carried its soil 
with him, as a loving hu sband 
carries a photograph of his wife. 
He said to me, “Wherever I 
shall be on the earth's su rface, 
I shall always have a little of 
Japan with me.” 
At that time, I had been away 
from my native land and I wa* 
so deeply moved that I asked my­ 
self whether I am a lesser man 
than this Japanese, whether I am 
less capable of intense and su ­ 
preme love of cou ntry. 
This thou ght comes back to me 
on this Ju ly 4, 1953, when we are 
beset by war, challenged by treas­ 
on, confu sed by internationalism. 
On su ch a day, let u s simply 
say, “I am an American!” and 
pray God’s blessing.
